No. 18/56— In pursuance of Section 43(1) of the In- 
dustrial Finance Corporation Act 1948 (XV of 1948) the 
Board of 'Directors of the Industrial Finance Corporation 
of India after consultation with the Reserve Bank of India 
and with the previous sanction of the Central Govern- 
ment have made the following amendments to the (i) 
General Regulations, (ii) Employees Provident Fund 
Regulations 1948 and (iiil) Industrial Finance Corpora- 
tion (Issue of Bonds) Regulations 1949 of the Corpora- 


tion, namely: — 

(1) Amendments to the General Regulations 
In the said General Regulations— 


1. Unless otherwise directed, for the words “Managing 
Director’’ 1 and “Executive Committee”, wherever they 

-jOccur, the words “Chairman” and “Central Committee 
shall respectively be substituted. 

2. In clause (v) of regulation 4, the words “the 
Managing Director” shall be omitted. 

• 3. In regulation 18, for the word “Secretary”, the words 
“General Manager” shall be substituted. 

4. In regulation 21, the expression “(other than the 
Managing Director)” shall be omitted. 


5. In clause (1) of regulation 29, for the words “the 
Managing Director and one Director” the words “two 
Directors”, and for the words “elected Director” the 
words “elected Directors”, shall be substituted. 


6. In the heading to Chapter VI, for the words 
“Executive Committee”, the words “Central Committee” 
shall be substituted. 

7. In clause (i) of regulation 36, for the words “Directors”, 
the word “members” shall be substituted. 

8. In regulation 37, for the word “Director” in both 
the places where it occurs, the words “Director or 
member”, and for the word “Directors" the words 
“Directors or members”, shall be substituted. 

9. In regulation 38, for the word “Director” in both the 
places where it occurs, the words "Director or member” 
shall be substituted. 


10. In regulation 40 — 

(a) in clause (i). for the expression “ad hoc Com- 
mittees”, the expression “Advisory Committees” 
shall be substituted: 

(b) in clause (ii), before the word “Chairman”, the 
article “the” shall be inserted; 

(c) in sub-clauses (ii), (iii) and (iv), for the expression 
“ad hoc Committee” wherever it occurs, the ex- 
pression “Advisory Committee” shall be substi- 
tuted. 

11. In regulation 42, for the expression “ad hoc Com- 
mittee" in' both the places where it occurs, the expression 
“Advisory Committee” shall be substituted. 

12. In Schedule “D”— 

(a) in the Forms with the headings “II. CLASSIFICA- 
TION OF LOANS PROVIN CE WISE ’ ’ and ‘TV 
CLASSIFICATION OF DEBENTURES PRO- 
VINCEWISE”, for the word “PROVINCEWISE” 
in the heading’ the word “STATEWISE” shall be 
substituted, and the word “Province or” shall be 
omitted; 


(b) in the Form with the heading “V. INVEST- 
MENTS”, under the column headed, “Nature of 
Investment”, for the word “Provincial" occurring 
against Nos. 2, 6, 7 and 8, the word “State” shall 
be substituted: 

(c) for the words “Deputy Managing Director” at the 
end. the words “General Manager" shall be substi- 
tuted. 

(ii) Amendments to the Employees’ Provident Fund 

Regulations 1948 

In the said Regulations — 

1. In Regulation 2, for the words “Executive Committee” 
the words “Central Committee", and for the words 
“Managing Director” the word "Chairman” shall be substi- 
tuted. 

2. In Regulation 3 — 

(i) for the words “Managing Director” in both the 
places where they occur, the word "Chairman” 
shall be substituted; 

(ii) for each of the expressions “the Deputy Managing 
' Director” and “Deputy Managing Director”, the 

expression “a Driector authorised by him in 
writing in this behalf” shall be substituted. 

3. In regulation 14, for the words “Executive Committee”, 
the words “Central Committee” shall be substituted. 

(iii) Amendments to the Industrial Finance Corporation 

< Issue of Bonds ) Regulations, 1949 

1. In sub-rag ulation (5)(i) of regulation 3 of the said 
regulations for the words “Managing Director”, the word 
“Chairman” shall be substituted.

No. C0.12(l)54(a) — The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance (General) 
Regulations, 1950, which the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 97 of the Employees’ State Insurance 
Act, 1948 (XXXIV of 1948), is published as required by 
sub-section (1) of the said section, for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
hereby given that the draft amendments will be taken 
into consideration on or after 14th November 1955, 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft amend- 
ments before the date specified will be considered by the 
said Corporation. 

Draft amendments to the Employees' State Insurance 
( General ) Regulations, 1950. 

In the said Regulations— 

1. After regulation 76, the following regulation shall be 
added namely: — 

“Regulation 76-A — Submission of claims for periodical 
payment of permanent disablement benefit. 

An insured person who has been declared to be perma- 
nently disabled by a Medical Board or by an Appeal 
Tribunal shall submit, by post or otherwise, to the appro- 
priate Local Office a claim, covering, except in the case 
of a first payment, a period of one or more complete 
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calendar months in form 25 for claiming permanent dis- 
ablement benefit together with a life certificate signed by 
a Magistrate, a Gazetted Officer, a Government Pensioner 
who held gazetted rank prior to retirement, Head of the 
Gaon Panchayat, Village Headman or such other respon- 
sible person as the appropriate Local Office may accept 
in any individual case”. 

2. After regulation 83, the following regulation shall be 
added namely : — 

“Regulation 83-A — Submission of claims for periodical 
payment of Dependants’ Benefit. 

Each dependant whose claim for dependants’ benefit is 
admitted under Regulation 82, shall submit to the appro- 
priate Local Office, by post or otherwise, a claim covering, 
except in the case of a first or a final payment, a period 
of one or more complete calender month in form 18-A 
together with a life certificate signed by a Magistrate, a 
Gazetted Officer, a Government Pensioner who held 
gazetted rank prior to retirement, Head of the Gaon 
Panchayat, Village Headman or such other responsible 
person as the appropriate Local Office may accept in any 
individual case. Such claim may be made by the legal re- 
presentative of a beneficiary or in the case of a minor, by 
his guardian.” 

3. After regulation 106, the following regulation shall 
be added namely: — 

“Regulation 107 — Declaration by a person claiming Per- 
manent Disablement or Dependants’ Benefit. 

1, Each person whose claim for any permanent disable- 
ment benefit or dependants’ benefit has been admitted 
shall submit at six-monthly intervals with the claim for 
each April and October, a declaration in form 26 attested 
by a Magistrate, a Gazetted Officer or such other autho- 
rity as the appropriate Local Office may accept in any 
particular case. The authority which attests this declara- 
tion shall not be the same which gave the life certificate on 
the claims submitted since the submission of the last 
certificate under this regulation.
